This is NOT due to any problems with the EZ Flash but instead the result 
of a massive influx of inauthentic memory cards being sold through online marketplaces. To ensure that you have a card that 
will work, we strongly suggest purchasing a well-known brand, such as SanDisk, Kingston, Team Group, Lexar, etc. If possible, 
make sure that you are getting an authentic brand and a known brand, and not a very low cost or knock off brand of card. 
These off brand low quality cards can easily get corrupted and your data can potentially be lost. This is why we urge all users to 
use high quality micro SD cards. ** THE EZ FLASH JR CAN ONLY USE MICRO SD CARDS UP TO 32GB IN SIZE! ** 


It is important to format your micro SD card in the proper file formats and proper file clusters.

Saving a game 
After saving in a game you MUST wait 5 seconds before returning to the kernel interface or powering 
down your console. If this is not done, you risk losing your save data. 
Wait 5 seconds after: 
e Saving using in-game save functions 
e Saving using game states 
e Pressing L+R in the NES/GB/GBC emulator 
After waiting 5 seconds you are safe to power off console or return to the kernel interface.
